A Chief Grain Inspector Will Have 
the Supervision Over All the 
Work of Grading.

Winnipeg, Sept. 2.—The new grain 
inspection act came into effect yester- | 
day. “{t affects Manitoba, the North-| 
west Territories and Ontario, as far | 
east as Fort William, and the inspec- 
tion will upply to all for the east and 
for export, and will be made at Winni- 
peg. There will be a= chief grain in- 
spectoc appointed who will have super- 
Vision over the work of the whole in- 
spection staff of the western inspection 
aivision; this 1s au entirely new office. | 
All citicials will hereafter be paid re- | 
gu.ar salaries instend of a fée_ of 40) 
cents per car for all grain inspected as 
under the old system, when the inspec- 
tors also had to emlpoy their own de- 
puty inspectors, car samplers and other 
employes. In future wien grain is 
once inspected no mixing will be al- 
lowed and if mixing should be done by 
the owner he can neve again obtain an 
official inspection of his grain other 
than for the mixture. A board of ap- 
veals is appointed which will be situ- 
ated at Winnipeg were the orginal 
inspection will be made, and any one 
dissatisfied with the grade given by 
the inspector, may at once appeal 
either to the chief grain inspector or to 
this board of appeal. In fact if dis- 
satisfaction exists with the chief grain 
inspector's decisions appeal may be 
further made to the survey board. 

No appoitmet has yet been made to 
the position of chief grain ispector, but 
the new act provides that all those 
heretofore acting in the capacity of in- 
spectors or deputy ispectors shall retain 
their offices under the new arrange- 
ment. The salaries of the various 
ofticals bas not yet been decided upon by 
the department or if so no word of such 
decision has yet been received here. 


A FARMER KILLED. 


Mr. Francois Bonin, of St. Norbert, Falls 
From His Wagon While Asleep. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 2.—A lamentable 
accident occurred near St. Norbert 
Thursday night, causing the death of 
one of the most respected residents of 
that parish, Mr. Francois Bonin. Mr. 
Bonin came to Winnipeg with his son 
yesterday to purchase some lumber. He 
bonght the load and left for home 
about six o’clock, the son remaining in 
the city. The young man started for 
St. Norbert early the following morn- 
ing, and was horrified to find the dead 
body of his father lying on the road 
about a mile from the town of St. Nor- 
bert on the main road. The old man 
who was 64 years of age, had evidently 
fallen asleep during the night and slip- 
ped from his seat. The wheel of the 
wagon struck the back of his bead and 
caused his death. The horses attached 
to the wagon were standing a sbort dis- 
tance farther along the road when 
found. 


Customs Collections. 


Ottawa, Sept. 2.—Returns availabie 
yesterday show that the customs rev- 
enue of Canada for August reached 
what is said to be the highest figure 
ever collected in one munth in her his- 
tory, the amount is $2,631,870, which 
is $512,672 more than for August of 
last year. Last month there was shown 
a decrease from July, 1898, on account 
of the abnormal rush to Canada then of 
German and Belgian goods to catch the 
25 per cent preference, which existed 
bat for a single month. This month’s 
gain, however, more than balances up 
the deficiency. 

The information in the hands of the 
department is yet to show in what lines 
these gains were made this month, but 
seems to point to an increase generally 
in importations for the fall and winter 
trade, relying on the continuance of 
the present prosperity. 


China and Italy. 


Pekin, Sept. 1.—Owing to the 
spirit of opposition and evasion shown 
by the tsung yamen, the Chinese 
foreign oftice in the negotiations now 
progressing between China and Italy, 
the Italian squadron in Chinese waters 
will be immediately reinforced by two 
torpedo boat destroyers.

Cleveland, O., Sept. 1.—A combina- 
tion car en the Wilson aveune liné was 
blown up by a powerful explosive be- 
tween Scoville ana Quincy streets last 
night at 9.30. There were six passeng- 
ers on board, five of whom sustained 
broken legs.

The 
conference recognizes as specially valu- 
able the following leading featuces of 
the scheme, viz., First, the nomination 
of a body of men of recognized com- 
petence in questions of international 
law and enjoying public esteem who 
will be ready to act as arbitrators. 
Second, the selection by the parties to 
apy internationa: dispute from among- 
st the members of above named body 
of arbitrators and an umpire to form 
an arbitral tribonal. - Third, the crea- 
tion of a permanent administrative 
couucil, compo<ed of diplomatic repre- 
sentatives at the court of The Hague, 
with the Netherland minister of foreign 
affairs as president. Fourth, the estab- 
lishment, under the direction of the 
above named council, of a permanent 
bureau, whose services will be at the 
disposal of all arbitral triounais. 


Strikes Bottom in the St. Lawrence. 


Montreal, Sept. 2.—In leaving the 
harbor yesterday morning, the Allan 
line steamshp went out of the channel, 
owing to a defect in the steering gear 
and struck slightly on the bottom. The 
daimage appeared to be slight, and the 
Parisian proceeded on her way, but 
near Contrecoeur, about 40 miles dowp 
the river, it was noticed the vessel was 
leaking.

IT HAS 598 STEPS. 


The Stairway In the Tower of the 
Philadelphia City Halt. 


A novel diversion is about to be in- 


stituted at the city hall. Within a few 
weeks this noble pile, already distin- 
guished as b:ing the highest municipal 
building in the world, will contain the 
highest continuous stairway in the 
world, and tourists who have hitherto 
boasted of their muscular ability ip 
climbing the stone steps of the Bunker 
Hill monument at Charlestown, the 
Washington monument or the monu- 
ment to General Brock, vear Queens- 
town, Ont., will tell their friends of 
their feat in ascending the SYS steps 
which lead from the seventh floor of 
the city hall to the landing about the 
feet of William Penn. 

Tower climbing is one of the fads of 
tourists. Hitherto the Bunker Hill 
monument, with its four hundred odd 
stone steps, and the Washington mon- 
ument. which has a few more, have 
represented the acme of opportunity 
for tests of physical endurance. <As- 
cent or descent of these steps has been 
boasted of, nnd, though both so cramp 
the muscles of the leg that the climb- 
‘er for an hour afterward is hardly able 
to walk upright, the distinction has re- 
quited the pain. 

The bujlding commission is pushing 
forward the work on the tower stiir- 
way, and within twe months it is ex- 
pected that it will be in readiness for 
climbers. It will extend from the sev- 
enth to the sixteenth floor and will 
contain just 5YS steps of iron arranged 
about a square central shaft. in which 
will run an electric elevator. To reach 
the tower stairway the climber may 
mount the 245 granite stairs in the 
hanging stairways at the northern end 
of the building. thus making a total 
climb of 745 steps. 

John Bunker, assistant superintend- 
ent of the city ball. said recently: 

**Entrance to the tower has been 
temporarily stopped 
work being done on the stairway. 
are pushing this work. however. 
really surprising how many persons 
inake application to ascend the tower. 
The old elevator now in the tower will 
be kept in place for the remainder of

the year at least to accommodate those 


who prefer to ride, but early next year 
we expect to install an electric ele.

Iron Felt. 

A new Insulating material known as 
iron felt, and made in Germany, is be- 
ing extensively used in Europe for a 
number of purposes. For the preven- 
tion of vibration it is said to be quite 
successful, and it is placed between 
engines and their foundations and also 
between rails and sleepers. It consists 
of the larger and stouter woolen fibers 
treated with a by product of petro- 
leum and then coated with gelatin 
and India rubber and_ vulcanized. 
After pressure it is used Jo the form 
of plates somewhat over two square 
feet in area. and from one-half to 
two inches in thickness. The plates 
nre said to be extremely elastic anid 
imperishable, and bave a surface so 
hard as not to be cut by the sharp 
edges of bolt heads or iron girders.— 
Public opinion. 


Artificial Daylight. 

Tesla has succeeded in making arti- 
ficial daylight. In his laboratory he 
shows numerous balls of glass of dif- 
ferent sizes which look like miniature 
suns. The balls are empty: there are 
no wires in them nor outside of them. 
They do oot burn the fingers. The 
light does not burt the eyes as sunlight 
aud ordinary electrie light do. <A 
number of leading New York and 

hicago photographers will have this 
artificial daslight supplied to their 
studios. ‘Tesla says: “The reason I 
have chosen to Introduce the pew day- 
light to the photographers first is that 
I believe them to be the severest crit- 
ies in the matter of light. If it anc- 
ceeds with them a new Hight will 
succeed everywhere.”

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INTER-MIGRATION. 


The following suggestion from the Ed- 
monton Bulletin might be followed by 
more districts than Alberta :—In view of 
the expected early completion of the St. 
Mary’s irrigating canal which vill make 
productive a large area of excellent lard 
in the neighborhood of Lethbridge, the 
people of that town are taking active 
measures to secure the occupation of this 
land by settlers. Tothis end they en- 
gaged the services of the Rev. Chas. 
McKillop, Presbyterian minister at Leth- 
bridge for a number of years. Mr. Mc- 
Killop concentrated his principal efforts 
on a part of the Countyof Renfrew, Ont., 
where he was well known, and asa result 
is bringing twenty-seven settlers from 
there to occupy irrigation lands near 
Lethbridge. Of course the number of 
settlers coming at once is only a small 
part of the good work done by Mr. Mc. 
Killop. By getting the advantages of 
the district which he represented before 
the public at lerge, and particularly in 
getting a movement commenced, a great 
deal more is accomplished than can be 
measured. The difficult part of the work 
is to get the start made. 

The example of Lethbridge might very 
well be followed by other localities in A)- 
berta. Whetber right or wrong it is part 
of the settled policy ef the present, as it 
was of the late Dominion Government, 
not to endeavor to attract settlers from 
the older provinces of Canada to the 
west. Asa result, while our immigration 
agents are working in the States to bring 
settlers to the Northwest, immigration 
agents from the States are just as busily 
at work attracting settlers from eastern 
Canada to the States. It would surely 
be of advantage to Western Canada to 
have as large a settlement as possible of 
people who are in full sympathy with 
our social and educational system and 
with our ideas of municipal and general 
government, to say nothing of their ac- 
knowledged thrift, industry and power 
of adapting themselves to circumstances, 
The United States census returns show 
that Canadians huve been going to the 
States at the rate of 30,000 a year for 
thirty years—and they are still going. 
If our government cannot or will not do 
anything towards working in this nearest 
most desirable and most profitable im- 
migration field it would be well for us to 
consider if we might not very well follow 
the example of Lethbridge and in self- 
protection if for no other reason do a 
little something for ourselves. 


A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


Under the above heading the Regina 
Le-der reprints our editorial re agricul- 
tural shows of two weeks ago, in which 
it was suggested that the Moose Jaw and 
Regina Agricultural Societies should 
amalgamate for exhibition purposes. If 
the two Agricultural Societies refcrred 
to are of the same opinion as The Leader 
and Tar Tr«rs, we would further suggest 
that the matter be taken up at an early 
date, and not left until next summer, 
when it will be too late. Let our farmers 
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that they had nothing to do hut to enter 
for it, fulfill the requirements and the 
land would become their own property. 
They appeared to be a shrewd. observant 
lot of men and any impressions which 
they may carry away with them will be 
the result of close and careful observation. 
There is yet plenty of land open for home- 
steading in the Moose Jaw district— 
land that cannot be excelled for farming 
purposes on this continent. Therefore, 
we cannot see why the citizens of Moose 
Jaw do not bestir themselves and make 
some effort to help the advancement of 
the district, and, indirectly, themselves. 
It is the English speaking people that we 
want here, and opportunities like this 
have been passing by our door all sum- 
mer. Surely Moose Jaw will stand a 
chance with any other part of the North- 
West.

The Macleod Gazette in a recent issue 
deals with the application of the North- 
West Government’s Local Improvement 
Ordinance to the ranching country. Some 
think a tax on cattle would be more 
equitable than a tax on land. The 
Gazette points out that if that system 
were adopted the resident of the district 
whose capital, enterprise, and intelligence 
were developing the country would pay 
all the taxes, while the speculative land 
owners would escape. In other parts of 
the Territories, of $40,000 collected for 
road improvements, #11,000 was collected 
from non resident owners, who under a 
provision to tax only personal property 
would have escaped. In the ranching 
country the tax is $2.00 per quarter 
section, or 14gc. per acre. The money 
will be expended within the Local Im- 
provement District from which it is 
raised, to complete and improve a system 
of fireguards, to improve the watersupply 
for stock and for domestic purposes, and 
to improve the roads. In dealing with 
this question in the region of large land 
holdings, accompanied by heavy invest- 
ments of capital, the North-West Govern- 
ment has shown a desire to meet the 
needs of theconntry as they exist,and have 
manifested no small amount of courage. 
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Mr. George Johnson, the Dominion 
Statistician,—an eld newspaper man him- 
self—has written an article on the press 
of Canada, from which the following in- 
formation is taken: There are in the 
Dominion 113 daily, 6 tri-weekly, 57 semi- 
weekly, 3 bi-weekly, 789 weekly news- 
papers. and three that come out semi- 
occasionally. In addition to these, there 
are 27 semi-monthly publications, 210 
monthly, 10 quarterly, and two others, 
one appearing every other month and 
one taking life so leisurely that it pre- 
sents itself to its readers only once in six 
months. The total periodical press equip- 
ment of the country numbers 1,219 
publications, including The Klondyke 
Nugget and The Midnig} t Sun, of Yukon, 
the two most northerly of our newspapers. 
In 1893 Cenada had published within 
her borders, as “ instruments of light and 
leading,” 919 newspapers and other 
periodicals. In five years the jdevelop- 
ment has been 30 per cent.; roughly, 
one-third more. The daily papers have 


increased by 21, the semi-weekly and 


tri-weekly by 30 and the weekly by 193.— 
Printer and Publisher. 
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As an indication of the growth of the 
Kootenays, the increase during the last 
two years in the amount of meat used is 
a good indication. In conversation with 
Mr. McInnes, of McInnes & Co., a_ few 
days ago, that gentleman informed us 
that two years ago about seventy head 
of cattle per month was the amount of 
fresh beef consumed in the Kootenays, 
while to-day over twelve hundred head 
per month were required to supply the 
demand. The greater portion of these 
come from the Northwest Territories, 
and this great increase in demand has 
been a good thing for the farmers and 
ranchers of the Northwest, as to-day 
cattle buyers have to pay from $8 to 812 
more per head for beeves than a year ago,

nothing. To-day it pays, what ? Four 
per cent., did you say ? Stop a bit! This 
is on stock and water, and on stock bought 
all the way from 40 to par—it is safe to 
say it quale 10 per cent. on all money 
invested. How much more, let the 
initiated say. No, we have no tears to 
shed over the British invester.—Ex. 
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““* Is*there room in the professions for

How many bushels of wheat will your 
field yield per acre ? Go out into the 
field when the grain is filled out and 
measure off an exact square foot. Take 
all the heads in that square foot andshell 
out the wheat. Count the kernels of 
wheat you now have and every thirty- 
three grains indicates one bushel per 
acre. If you get 330 grains the yield will 
be ten bushels per acre. If you get 396 
grains, you will get twelve bushels per 
acre. This is the basis used by adjustors 
of cyclone insurance, and is very nearly 
accurate, but will vary if the kernels are 
larger or smaller than the average, or if 
the grain is growing up unevenly. 
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Whatever advantages the elevator 
system may have as a matter of con- 
veaience, they certainly cannot counter- 
balance the danger of leaving the grain 
interests of the North-West in the hands 
of one gigantic corporation, put in a 
position to exact any toll it may choose 
from the agriculturist. Private elevators 
with reasonable competition, or elevators 
owned by the Government, may be all 
right, but no system can be other than 
mischievous that engenders and strength- 
ens monopoly of the grain trade of the 
West.-- Brantford Expositor.

MR. ROSS RETURNS 
HOME FROM THE PEACE RIVER 
COUNTRY. 

The Commissioners for the 
Athabasca Indian Treaty | 
Have Completed their Work 
and are Now en Route Home 
—*@ur Member” the First 
to Arrive. 


Among the passengers on Sunday 
morning’s Imperial Limited was Mr. Jas. 
H. Ross, Commissioner of Public Works 
and M.L.A. for this district, en route 
home to Regina from the Peace River 
country where he had been making 
treaty with the Indians as one of the 
Commissioners appointed by the Domin- 
ion Goverument tor that purpose. Mr. 
Ross, and hie fellow commissioner, Mr. 
J. A. J. McKenna, of the Indian Depart- 
ment, accompanied by Insp Snyder, ar- 
rived at Edmonton on Monday evening 
of last week, having completed their part 
of treaty making in the district of Atha- 
basca, and reported that Commissioner 
Laird, who had gone to Fond du Lac at 
the easterly end of Lake Athabasca, had 
been successful there, and is also on_ his 
“7 to the landing a few days behind. 

n reporting their arrival the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin says :—By the operations 
of the Commissioners the Indian title is 
extinguished throughout the territory 
marked on the map of Canada as the 
provisional district of Athabasca, which 
is the country drained by the Athabasca 
river from the Landing north and by the 
Peace river from the Rock mountains 
northeastward to the shores of Great 
Slave Lake. The territory is of great 
area and vast and varied resources. It 
differs most radically in its different 
parts, from the high rolling bluff-studded 
prairie of Peace River—the most beauti- 
ful piece of prairie land in the, world—to 
the bare, rocky shores of Lake Athabasca 
at Fond du Lac, almost on the edge of 
the great barren grounds of the Arctic. 
There are hundreds of miles of tine 
agricultural and grazing Jands on Peace 
River, the most widespread petroleum 
deposit in the known world on the Atha- 
basca river, splendid salt deposits near 
Fort Smith, excellent fisheries in the 
Athabasca and Great Slaveand hundreds 
of smaller lakes, extensive timber lands 
in many localities, and mineral deposits 
of many kinds of yet unknown value. 
All are now open to the onterprise of 
civilization, under the full legal adminis- 
tration of the government of Canada. 

The Indians treated with were of the 
Cree, Chipewyan and Beaver tribes, the 
Crees in the south, the Beavers in the 
west and Chipewyans in the porth. and 
east. Some difficulty in dealing -with 
them arose from the fact that they had 
very loose tribal organization. Individu- 
ality was morestrongty developed amongst 
them than among the Indians of the

Keserves will be set 
aside for the Indians on their demand, 
of such area as to allow 640 acres of land 
to each family of five. If, however, the 
Indians prefer they will be allowed to 
take their land in severalty to theamount 
of 160 acres each. The government may 
also give assistance in food in case of 
scarcity among the Indians. 

The treaty commission party reached 
Lesser Slave Lake on June 2Ist. The 
treaty was accepted by the Indians there. 
Payment was made to 270, all Crees. 

"here the commission divided. Messrs. 
Ross, McKenna, and Insp. Snyder with 
four police went on to the St. John’s, 
Peace river, to treat with the Indians 
there, leaving Slave Lake on the 23rd. 

Commissioner Laird left the lake on 
the 24th to treat with the Indians at 
Peace River Crossing and Veruwillion. 
At Peace River Crossing a small number 
of Crees and Beavers were paid At Ver- 
million, down the Peace, about 200 Crees 
and Beavers, divided into two bands, 
were paid. 

Messrs. Ross, McKenna and Snyder 
reached Peace River Crossing on the 
25th. They drove with buckboard and 
wagon from the Crossing to within thirty- 
five miles of St. John in four days. Mc- 
Fee’s Northwest Government road cutting 

arty had completed the road that far. 
Through timber the road has been cut 
thirty feet wide. All the creeks were 
bridged, and an excellent road had been 
made through the big muskeg. The first 
two days drive from the Crossing was 
over lovely prairie, studded with clumps 
of trees. The next twodays wasthrough 
a country chiefly timbered, but of good 
soil and easy to travel through. The 
Commissioners were informed that tKe 
Beaver Indians with whom they expect- 
ed to treat at St. John had come into the 
fort at their usual time in May. The 
commission was timed to be there about 
the middle of June. The Indians ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet the Com- 
missioners, but as they had no supply of 
food on hand and as no arrangements 
had been made to provide food for them 
before the date set for the visit of the 
Commissioners they could not stay and 
had gone out again to their hunting 
grounds. They number some forty or 
fifty families, and are said to be ver¥ 
well off. The Commissioners did not go 
on to St. John, and drove back to Dun- 
vegan,where they treated with ten families 
of Beavers on June 6th. At. Dunvegan 
they took boat and reached the Crossing 
on the 7th, sixty miles in eight hours: 
The Peace was high. 

Messrs. Ross, McKenna and Snyder 
went on from the Crossing by boat and 
overtook Commissioner Laird at Vermil- 
lion, on the afternoon of the 9th. They 
passed on and dealt with five families 
of Crees at the mouth of the Little Red 
River. Left Little Red river on the 11th 
and reached Chipewyan on the 13th at 
11 am. During the afternoon made 
treaty with 600 Crees and Chipewyans, 
divided intotwo bands and next day; 
14th, started for Fort Smith. Their 
haste at Chipewyan was that they might 
catch the H.B. steamer Graham at Smith. 
Reached Smith Landing on the 15th. 
Treated with 270 Cipewyans on the 17th; 
and started on the return trip by steamer 
Graham on the 19th. Reached McMur- 
ray on the 25th. 

At McMurray Mr. McKenna remained 
to arrange the treaty there, which he did 
on Aug, 4th, dealing with 140 Crees and 
Chipewyans, divided into two bands. 
Mr. McKenna then came direct to the 
Landing, which he reached on the 27th. 

Mr. Ross and Insp. Snyder left Mc- 
Murray on July 26th for the Wapiscow 
lakes, reaching there on Aug. 12th, two 
days ahead of the time arranged for 
meeting the Indians there. On the 14th 
treated with 200 Crees. Reached the 
Athabasca again at Pelican rapids on 
Aug. 18th, and the Landing on Aug. 
26th, Notice had been given of a treaty 
meeting at the Landing, but the Indians 
did not come. It is supposed that they 
prefer to take scrip as halt-breeda. 

The party left the Landing on the 27th 
and reached Edmonton on ‘the night of 
Monday, Aug. 28th. They left Edmon- 
ton on the afternoon of May 29th. So 
that they were just a day less than three 
months in completing their round,’ al- 
though the high water in the Athabasca 
caused them very serious delay.

Montreal, Aug. 29.—Preaching in| 
Trinity church at the village of St. 
A nathre, a fashionable watering place 
sixtv miles north of Montreal, Rev. 
John Garth, a young Anglican clergy- 
man, who is rector at Narragansett 
Pier and was formerly assistaut to Rev.

At the close of the sermon two 
gentiemen, Mr. Liebrich aud Ex-Mayor 
Wilson Sniuth rose and expressed their 
dissent from the views expressed by the 
preacher.

This 
makes four dead in all, so far as 
known. The damage is estimated at 
$100,000 and it is believed that the fire 
avas of incendiary origin. 

Kate McCarthy, a fifth victim of the 
Sparkhill fire, is dead.

PRES. STEYN’S LETTER. 


Arms WHll Not be Taken Up by Orange 
Free State Except When Atiacked, 
or in Support of Treaty. 

Cape Town, Aug. 30.—The Cape 
Town house of assembly is again debat- 
ing the question of the transit of arms 
intendea for ihe Orange Free state, 
and presumably, the Trausvaal. Evid- 
ently, a state of extreme tension exists, 
as every speech made today was re- 
ceived with an almost absolute silence 
in the chamber. The Hop. William P. 
Schreiner, the premier, personally ap- 
pealed to bis followers to refrain from 
answering the criticisms of the opposi- 
tion, lest they should arouse words of 
ill-feeling. The entire opposition rose 
to support the motion for adjorrnment 
made by the Right Hon. Sir John Gor- 
don Sprigg, the former premier, who 
repeated the arguments he had used in 
the previous Cebate, and asked the pre- 
inier what action the Cape cabinet pro- 
posed to take in the matter. He saia 
that the ,ecent speech of the British 
secretary of state for the coloris, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, at Birmingham, 
England, had forced all to the conclus- 
ion that Soath Africa was on the brisk 
of war, unless ine Transvaal met the 
British demands. In his opimon, the 
Cape government ought to follow the 
example of Portugal, at Delagoa Bay, 
aud refuse to permit the transit of 
arms as long as the crisis lasted. 

Premier Schreiner declared that un- 
der the customs convention, the Orange 
Free State was justified in importing 
arms through Cape Colony and he did 
not intend to tear up that convention 
knowing, as he did, that there would 
be no war. ‘“‘In the event of war,”’ 
he said, ‘‘I would not lack the true im- 
perial spirit.’’ Mr. Schreiner then 
read ua ietter from President Steyn, of 
the Orang2 Free State, denying any in- 
tention on the part of that government 
to take up arms in any. aggressive cr 
offensive manner agsinst the British 
government or the Cape Coleny. = ‘‘‘It 
was the fixed policy of the Grange Free 
State, °’ President Steyn ccntinued, 
‘never to take up arms except when 
attacked or iu support of its treaty ob- 
ligations.’’ The letter created a pro- 
fonnd impression as clearly skewing 
the purpose of the importation of fire 
urms. 

According to reports from Johannes- 
burg the Burghers are everywhere ex- 
changing Martinis for Mausers. <A 
heavy load of ammunition, including 
300 Mauzers, arrived at Johannesburg 
on Friday trom Utrecht, in the Nether- 
lands. 


An Awful Deed. 

Gilbert Plains, Aug. 29.—Frederick 
Johnson, a farmer, formerly of Portage 
la Prairie, but more recently of Gilbert 
Plains, shot and killed his wife and 
three children on Sunday at his home 
here. Johnson afterwards committed 
suicide: There were no witnesses to 
the crime,which came as a great shock 
to the community in which the John- 
son family were well known and gen- 
erally respected. Johnson was seen by 
several people the day before the shoot- 
ing, when he appeared to be perfectly 
sane and in high spirits. His relations 
with his family had always been most 
happy and it is impossible to finda 
motive for the awful deed. The provin- 
cial police department up to J1 o'clock 
had received no information on the 
subject. 


Supply to Be Renewed. 

London, Aug. 29.—The St. James’ 
Gazette says that it learns that a recent 
inspection of Gen. Joubert, commander- 
in-chief of the Transvaal forces, dis- 
closed the fact that nine-tentbhs of the 
reserve shells and cartridges in the Pre- 
toria forts were inefficient and that an 
immediate order to renew the supply 
was placed in Europe. 


Injured by a Train. 

Markham. Aug. 29.—Wm. Miller, son 
of John Miller, of Markham rownship, 
and two children of the late Wm. Beat- 
tie, a Stouffyille boy and girl, aged re- 
spec:ively 10 and 12, were crossing the 
railway track in a buggy when they 
were strock by the train and all three 
badly hart, and young Beattie is not ex- 
pected to recover. 


Irish Politics. 

New York, Aug. 29.—The London 
correspondent of the Tribune says: 
‘*Sir Thomas Esmonde’s congress of 
county conncils in Dublin and the re- 
lease of the last two ‘‘Invincible’’ con- 
victs have been well timed to illustrate 
the new tendencies and old conditions 
in [reland. The conference bas been 
the closest approach to bome rule pos- 
sible and there bus been a wholesome 
attempt to agree on some united act- 
ion. It is a good augury for the 
future, whercas the release of the ‘‘In- 
vincibles’’ isa baleful reminincence. 


WHEAT SMUT. 


THE APPEARANCE OF THE NEW 
ONTARIO CROP. 


An Emergency Meeting of the Toronto 
Board of Trade Held to Con- 
sider the Matter. 


Torcnto, Aug. 28.—Grain dealers of 
Toronto are greatly exercised over the 
appearanuce of smut in the new crop of 
Ontario fall wheat, aud on Saturday 
afternoon an emergency meeting of the 
grain section of the board of trade was 
held to consider the matter. Mr. Me- 
Laughlin, president of the section, pre- 
sided, and reported the result of the in- 
vestigations as to the remedies made at 
the Guelpb Agricultural college. It 
was moved by Mr. Carrick, seconded 
by Mr. Goodall and carried: ‘‘That 
millers aud grain dealers composing 
the grain section of the board of trade 
view with grave concern the appear- 
ance of smut in some of the new crop 
of fa]l wheat that is being offered for 
sale. Experience with smutty grain 
has invariably proved serious, being so 
with the farmer who grows it, the 
dealer who handles it, and the miller 
Who mates it into flour. We would, 
therefore, urge on all farmers sowing 
wheat this fall, the importance of 
treating their seed by one or other 
simple methods which have been found 
successful by the experimental farm.’’ 


BRITISH RIGHTS PROTECTED. 


Gunboat Clears for Action—Bluejackets 
Landed and Now in Possession, 

Shanghai, Aug. 28.—As the outcome 
of a dispute regarding the possession of 
some lands at Hankow, about 700 
miles from the sea, which was pur- 
chased in 1865 by the concern -of Jar- 
dine, Matheson and Co., but were sub- 
sequently included in thé =cw conces- 
sions to Russia, the owners, under the 
ativice and protection of Mr. Hurst, the 
British consul, sent workmen to fence 
in the tract. After the work had been 
commenced a dozen Cossacks from the 
Russian cousulate appeared on. the 
scene and forcibly ejected the work- 
men The captain of the British second 
class gunboat Woodlark, specially de- 
signed for river service, after consult 
ing with Mr. Hurst landed a party of 
4lue jackets aud moved the Woodlark 
into firing distance of the Russian con- 
sulate. Fora time a fight see med im- 
minent but nothing further occurred 
The blue-jackets are now guarding the 
property. The British third class gun- 
boat Esk has been dispatched to Han- 
zow from this port. Great Britain is 
evidently determined to uphold British 
*ights. 


Toronto Dentist Drowned.: 


Toronto, Aug. 28.—Two drowning 
accidents occusted Saturday. Dr. G. 
H. Cooke, a well kuown dentist, was 
drowned whil& batbipg in the surf at 
Minico, his wife being in the water at 
the sametime. Dr. Cooke was able to 
swim but very little and was carried 
beyond his depth by a wave. He was 
aged 26 and leaves a widow and two 
children. 

Arthur Macdonald®a lad of 16, em- 
ployed by the Cobban company, was 
drowned while bathing off Fishermans’ 
Island. There was nobody with him 
so far as is known, but his clothes were 
found and identified the boy. The 
body has not yet been recovered. 

Peterboro, Aug. 29.—Jos. Starr, em- 
ployed in Rathbun & Co’s, attempted 
to run a dum slide ina punt, but was 
drawn into the dam and drowned. 

Kingston, Aug. 28.—Chas. R. 
Graves, aged 14, & newsdoy on the 
steamer Islander, was drowned at Clay- 
ton, N.Y., yesterday. His body was 
found in the water. How the drown- 
ing occurred is mysterious. 

Leamington, Ont., Aug. 28.—Mrs. 
Christopher Liddel was drowned in a 
pond back of her house, darirg tem- 
porary insanity, today. She was aged 
about sixty. 


Ready for Emergency. 


Lourenzo, Marquez, Delagoa Bay, 
Aug. 28.—Several persons suspected of 
being emissaries of the Transvaal gov- 
ernment have been arrested here. Ex- 
citement prevails, and in view of a 
contemplated Transvaal raid, the Por- 
tuguese troops are kept in readiness for 
an emergency.

HAS GUERIN SUICIDED? 


Abbe Desers Makes a sakes a Fruitless Attempt 
to Communicate With the Besieged. 
Paris, Aug. 28.—All was quiet in 

the vicinity of the Rue Chabrel 

throaghout tne night, but at 4 Satur- 
day morning a black flag appeared in 
an attic window. Some days ago 

Guerin stated in the event of his death 

the party would hoist the black flag. 

It is known that two of the party have 

been ill, one seriously of congestiou of 

the lungs. 

Communication with the house is 
still strictly forbidden, even the bear- 
ers of ordinary police passes are not al- 
lowed to approach. Guerin resumed 
watch on the roof at 5 a. m 

B; permission of the police commis- 
sary tne Abbe Desers, of the neighbor- 
ing church of St. Vincent De Paul, to 
day several times rang the door bell at 
the headquarters of the Anti-Semite 
league iu the Rue de Chabro, where M 
Guerin and a number of his compan- 
ions are entrenched, but received no 
reply. He renewed his efforts to com- 
mupicate with the occupants later, but 
with the same resuJt. The abbe said 
he had listened intently but could bear 
no sound inside the building except the 
ringing of the bel!. He added, ‘*‘I do! 
not believe, however, that there has 
been a general suicide of the inmates. 
The suicide theory is not in accordance 
with Guerin’s ideas.”’ 

Guerins’ brother, Louis, was asked 
io try to communicate with the besieg- 
ed party, but he refused todo so. The 
suicide theory gained ground through 
the fact that a black flag appeared in 
the attic window of the house at four 
o’clock Saturday morning, and that 
some days ago M. Guerin said that in 
the event of his death the party should 
hoist the black flag. 


Shee Factory Hands Strike. 

Quebec, Aug. 28.—A serious strike 
is threatened inthe boot and shoe 
trade. Last Monday the lasters, num- 
bering about 500, asked for an increase 
of wages, and having refused to work 
the remaiuder were locked out by their 
emplovers. Catters and fitters were 
then discharged, us they could not be 
comtented witbout lasters. Over a 
thousand hands are now out and unless 
the trouble is settled tomorrow every 
one of the thirty factories in the city 
will be shut down, with 5,000 employ- 
ees. Secretary Tarquay, of the Labor- 
ers’ union, says the men make an aver- 
age of only $5 per week and cannot 
keep their families thereon. 


Free Milling Ore. 

Minneapolis, Aug. 28.—A_ special 
from Mine Centre, Ont., says: What 
the disccverer claims to be a new min- 
ing district has been found by a Mr. 
King, of the Sawbill Lake region, 2ast 
of here. He and a companion have 
been prospecting north of the Canadian 
Pacific road, and sixty-five miles from 
the line, almost directly north from 
Bonhenr station, they have found a dis- 
trict possessing rich veins of gold Lear- 
ing quartz.
